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Raided: Drugs factory 
worth up to idteoMtom

UP to £6 million worth of cannabis 
has been prevented from reaching 
the drugs market - thanks to two 
alert police officers. 

A cannabis factory housing a 
whopping 12,000 plants - possibly 
the biggest cannabis farm ever dis¬ 
covered in the county - was uncov¬ 
ered in Soham last week. 

Officers were on patrol in Fordham 
Road at around 11pm on Wednesday 
when they detected a strong smell 
of cannabis. 

They followed the scent, which 
took them to a warehouse in Regal 
Drive. 

Officers forced entry to the indus¬ 
trial unit - the former Garner 
Plastics premises - and discovered 
approximately 7,000 growing 
plants, as well as 400 drying plants 
and 5,000 root balls. 

Detective Inspector Dave Murphy 
said: “This is a significant seizure - 
certainly one of the biggest, if not 
the biggest, we’ve ever had in 
Cambridgeshire. 

“It was on an industrial scale. 
Clearly to have stopped this opera¬ 
tion and seized these plants is very 
pleasing because it means this can¬ 
nabis will not end up on the streets.” 

A police spokesman added: “The 
potential yield is anywhere from £2 
million to £6 million.” 

Two men were inside the ware¬ 
house when it was raided, but man¬ 
aged to break free through a win¬ 
dow and flee the scene. 

One man has since been arrested. 
He was taken to Parkside police sta¬ 
tion in Cambridge for questioning 
and has been bailed until July 24. 

A second man is believed to be still 
on the run - and officers say more 
people were probably involved in 
the operation. 

The police spokesman said: “We 


believe others would have been 
involved in running such a large 
production site so inquiries are 
ongoing.” 

On Thursday officers began clear¬ 
ing the unit, which took several 
days. 

The discovery has left those work¬ 
ing on the industrial estate shocked. 

One man who works opposite the 
site said: “You certainly don’t expect 
£6 million worth of cannabis to be 
growing right opposite where you 
work. 

“The grass is cut there regularly - 


it’s unbelievable that nobody knew 
it was there.” 

A board hanging from the ware¬ 
house said it was on the market 
with Cambridge-based consultant 
surveyors, Januarys. 

Douglas Stanton, a senior survey¬ 
or at the firm, said: “We have con¬ 
tacted our client and informed 
them of the situation. They will be 
contacting the police to deal with 
the matter. 

“We were marketing the property 
but were stood down in June 2013 as 
the client had let the unit them¬ 


selves to a fit-out contractor, so no 
longer needed our services.” 

In the meantime, several hundred 
bags of compost which were also 
recovered from the site have now 
been donated to Emmaus 
Cambridge, a charity which sup¬ 
ports formerly homeless people by 
giving them a place to live and 
work. The compost will be used to 
support projects such as a fruit and 
vegetable garden which they are 
creating. 

Cambridgeshire Constabulary’s 
drugs expert, Gavin Guy, said: “This 


was a huge cannabis factory and we 
discovered a large number of sealed 
bags which were obviously going to 
be used to cultivate later crops of 
the drug. 

“It would have been a shame to 
have had to throw it all away, so we 
contacted Emmaus to see if they 
could make use of it. 

“We were delighted when they 
said yes and it is fitting that some 
good can come out of this.”

Bid launched to 
save bus service 


A POPULAR bus service is at 
risk of folding next year 
unless extra funding is found 
or contracts are extended. 

The ‘Absolutely’ bus service 
in Ely could fold in February 
when the initial three-year 
Sainsbury’s contract comes to 
an end. 

Liberal Democrat Cllr Sue 
Austen, who represents Ely 
West ward, is campaigning 
for the service to be retained. 

She said: “This bus service 
enables people without their 
own transport to get into the 
city centre and use local 
shops and facilities. 

“It also encourages others to 
leave their car at home when 
shopping locally. 

“Users of the Absolutely bus 
service are worried about how 
they will shop once this ser¬ 
vice has been withdrawn.” 

The service runs six days a 
week and links people who 
live on the outskirts of Ely 
with the city centre and the 
Sainsbury’s store in Lisle

Lane. It also provides a stop at 
the Back Hill end of Broad 
Street which is useful for 
commuters travelling to and 
from the railway station. 

‘Absolutely’ was launched in 
February 2012 for three years, 
with an option to extend for a 
further two years. 

It has been funded partly by 
an £800,000 contribution 
from Sainsbury’s - and was 
procured jointly by the dis¬ 
trict and county councils. 

Discussions are taking place 
with the developers of North 
Ely about a possible contribu¬ 
tion to a continued service, 
but even if this is agreed there 
would be a considerable gap 
until new arrangements are 
put in place. 

Cllr Austen said: “I’m calling 
on the district and county 
councils to ensure that this 
route is retained and people 
on the outskirts of our grow¬ 


ing city can continue to use 
public transport to get 
around.” 

A spokesman for East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council said: “The first three 
years of the contract of the 
Absolutely service finishes in 
February 2015 but there is the 
option to extend this. 

“This will be reviewed by 
members at the relevant com¬ 
mittee in the near future to 
allow them to decide whether 
they wish to use the remain¬ 
ing Section 106 fund from 
Sainsbury’s to keep the ser¬ 
vice running.”

Parking ticket? 
Just keep calm 


MOTORISTS who get slapped 
with a parking ticket should 
“keep calm”. 

That’s the message from 
local PCSO Jonathan Hall to 
residents about parking in 
disabled bays in Ely and 
Littleport. 

PCSO Hall says some motor¬ 
ists are not considering the 
time limits, hence they are 
receiving parking tickets. 

Speaking in his latest eCops 
message to residents, he said: 
“The time plate will indicate 
when a motorist can park and 
for how long. 

“Also the bay might be 
exclusively for disabled driv¬ 
ers. In this case there will also 
be the word ‘disabled’ painted 
on the road next to the bay. 

“However, some disabled 
bays, like one bay in Market 
Street, Ely, only allows disa¬ 
bled parking Monday to 
Saturday - on Sunday anyone 
can park there. In Woodfen

Road, Littleport there are 
seven time plates but drivers 
are being fined.” 

PCSO Hall, who is based in 
Ely, added: “I am afraid stat¬ 
ing that you did not see the 
time plate is not an excuse 
that will stop you being issued 
with a £30 ticket. 

“So please, knowyour plates, 
and if you should get a park¬ 
ing fine, KEEP CALM - after 
all, you parked the car there.” 

More and more drivers are 
being ticketed for flouting 
parking laws in the Ely area as 
police have vowed to crack 
down on the issue. 

In December, obstructive 
and illegal parking in city 
centre streets such as High 
Street, Market Street and 
Forehill was identified as a 
police priority following com¬ 
plaints from residents and 


businesses. 

In March, PCSO Maria 
Robinson, who is also based 
in Ely, revealed that since the 
crack down just before 
Christmas, more than 150 
fixed penalty notices had 
been issued to motorists in 
the city centre. 

Speaking at the time, she 
said: “Since December, a total 
number of 173 penalty notices 
have been issued to vehicles 
that have been parked ille¬ 
gally within Ely city centre. 

“Officers will continue to 
work alongside the public to 
address the ongoing prob¬ 
lem.” 

Mrs Robinson says officers 
have also been tackling park¬ 
ing issues outside schools.

He was held at Peterborough 
prison after police learned 
that he had been found guilty 
of four offences of fraud dat¬ 
ing back to 2012 after a trial. 

Cragg had failed to turn up 
to be sentenced and a warrant 
for his arrest was issued. 

The court heard that inves- 


tigators from 

Huntingdonshire District 
Council found Cragg had 
claimed benefits for the 
Grafham address after he 
became unemployed but con¬ 
tinued to sign on after finding 
work. 

He also continued to claim 
after taking on a second job. 

Cragg was ordered to pay 
£800 court costs as well as pay 
back the £4,090 which he had 
dishonestly claimed.

CHILDREN with learning dif¬ 
ficulties missed out on the fun 
after a lack of communication 
meant they were turned away 
from Ely’s funfair. 

The annual May Funfair was 
in the city from Thursday 
through to Saturday last week 
and on Friday pupils at Ely’s 
Highfield School, which caters 
for young people with addi¬ 
tional needs, were invited to 
enjoy the rides for free for a 
two-hour period. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council wrote to the school, 
which then wrote to parents, 
inviting them to take their 
children along between 10am 
and 12pm. 

But the council forgot to 
notify the fairground people 
about the free offer - and so 
the families were turned away. 

Karen Faulkner, 46, and her 
son, Karl, 15, were among 
those affected. 

Karen, who lives with her 
family in Ely’s Walsingham 
Way, said: “Karl was really 
looking forward to the trip to 
the fair. 

“When we arrived the fair 
was closed and the only per¬ 
son on site was the caretaker. 
He said nobody was aware of 
the arrangements and as a 
result we were turned away. 


“There were around 15 of us 
who were turned away, and I 
think more might have gone 
along later in the morning. 

“The children were really 
disappointed and many fami¬ 
lies had travelled quite a dis¬ 
tance. 

“It’s a nice gesture from the 
council but just embarrassing 
for them that a breakdown in 
communication made it all 
turn sour.” 

Simon Bainbridge, head at 
Highfield School, said: “What 
happened is disappointing. I 
am told the council will be 
writing us a letter so that we 
can then send it on to our par¬ 
ents. 

“I do feel the council has 


done all it can to try and rec¬ 
tify the situation.” 

Tracey Harding, tourism 
leader at the council, said: 
“We are very sorry for the con¬ 
fusion which took place 
regarding the families from 
Highfield School. 

“Unfortunately due to a 
breakdown in communica¬ 
tion the fair wasn’t staffed at 
the time when the children 
turned up. 

“The owners did kindly offer 
to allow the children to ride 
for free in the early evening 
but we clearly understand that 
the families would have been 
disappointed with what hap¬ 
pened and for that we apolo¬ 
gise.”

K9 is a wonderful project 

I READ your article in this week’s Ely News on 
Chris Kent and the K9 project. 

I have been receiving dog walking assistance 
from them, which has been an absolute God 
send. 

In February I had an operation on my foot 
which meant I was on crutches for a while and 
still struggle to walk a reasonable distance. 

I have two dogs - a cairn terrier and a collie 
cross. Both were used to two walks a day and 
when I had my operation this stopped. 

I have two daughters who live with me but they 
both work long shifts and also are in very 
physical jobs. As a result, by the time they get 
home from work and have something to eat, 
walking the dogs was proving to be very 
difficult and was causing friction in our home 
life, with me having to shout and nag them to 
take the dogs out. 

One of my dogs was becoming depressed. I 
know that sounds weird but any dog owner 
would know when their dog is not right. We are 
also working very hard to keep her weight 
under control, so when the walks stopped, this 
also started affecting her health. 

I contacted Chris at walk support and she 
came around to see me. 

She understood my situation after talking with 
me. She understood that I couldn’t afford a dog 
walker as I was on sick leave from work and 
wasn’t entitled to any financial support as my 
daughters were working. 

All their money was spent allowing us to eat 
and pay the rent and bills while I was off work. 
With both of them on minimum wage it has 
been quite a struggle. 

The K9 project have allowed me volunteer dog 
walkers twice a week. 

They are lovely girls and even when it’s 
pouring with rain, they come armed with their 
brollies and wellies and take my dogs out for 
an hour each time. 

My Cairn terrier soon pulled out of her 
depression and became her usual fun self 
again which wouldn’t have happened without 
the K9 project’s help. 

Even though I am now able to walk, they are 
still allowing me the walking assistance. This 
means my foot can repair properly at a nice 
and steady rate and I can gradually build up 
the walks I do with my dogs. I am now back at 
work and building up my financial situation 
after being on statutory sick pay for a while. I 
will most definitely be donating to such a 
wonderful project. 

I can’t thank them enough for looking at my 
case individually and offering me the help. My 
dogs mean everything to me and sometimes 
circumstances occur which are out of our 
control. 

I don’t fit into a bracket for being entitled to 
financial help but sometimes you have to look 
at people’s individual cases to see when help is 
needed and Chris did exactly that. I’m not on 
tax credits, income support or rent benefit but 
it doesn’t mean I can always manage. 

So many organisations only help those on 
these benefits but K9 walk support treated me 
as a person in need and not someone who is 
entitled because they tick the boxes. 

I hope the K9 project continues to help people 
like me who have animals and sometimes are 
unable to fully care for them due to life 
changes.

Teacher’s trek will 
help burns victims 


A SCHOOL teacher who suffered hor¬ 
rific burns in an accident as a child is 
going out of her way to raise money 
for a charity close to her heart. 

Tracey Summers, a teacher at Soham 
Village College, was just 11 when she 
sustained third-degree burns after 
she caught fire in a kitchen. 

Tracey, 50, is a volunteer for the Katie 
Piper Foundation - a charity dedicat¬ 
ed to improving rehabilitation for 
burns survivors - and this summer 
she is putting her best foot forward to 
raise as much as she can for the organ¬ 
isation. 

The mum-of-two, who lives in 
Witchford, recently climbed 3,560ft to 
the top of Snowdon - the highest 
mountain in Wales. 

In July she is taking on an eight-day 
trek up Mount Toubkal in Marrakech 
- and as if that isn’t enough, she is also 
taking part in the Tunnel to Towers 5k 
run in London. 

Tracey, who teaches vocational stud¬ 
ies at the college, said: “This charity is 
very close to my heart as I caught fire

in a kitchen accident when I was a 
child, sustaining third-degree burns, 
mainly to my arms and trunk. 

“I was wearing a nylon garment 
which accidentally touched the elec¬ 
tric ring on an oven and before I knew 
it I was up in flames. 

“When I had my accident there 
wasn’t much support available so I 
know if the Katie Piper Foundation 
had been around then it would have 
benefited both me and my family so 
much. 

“I’ve never done anything like this 
before so to say it is going to be a chal¬ 
lenge is a bit of an understatement. 

“I will be doing an eight-day trek up 
Mount Toubkal in Marrakech in July 
but to get fit I’ve climbed Snowdon, 
have been doing long walks for my 
training plus will be taking part in the 
Tunnel to Towers 5k run. 

“I am now a volunteer for the foun¬ 
dation and feel so privileged to see 
first-hand what a huge difference 


their support makes to burn survi¬ 
vors. 

“The Katie Piper Foundation sup¬ 
ports people in a variety of ways, 
including workshops, social events, 
and treatments. 

“This magnificent work is so impor¬ 
tant so please support my fundraising 
- however small, your donation will 
help make a difference.” 

The charity was founded by Katie 
Piper, a philanthropist, television pre¬ 
senter and former model from Hamp¬ 
shire who had sulphuric acid thrown 
in her face in 2008. 

The attack, which blinded her in one 
eye, was arranged by her ex-boyfriend 
and carried out by an accomplice. 
Both men were arrested and are serv¬ 
ing life sentences for their crimes.

RESIDENTS have just days left to 
be in with the chance of slashing 
their utility bills. 

The first Cambridgeshire Energy 
Switch was launched in February 
this year and saw more than 400 
residents switch their energy sup¬ 
plier and save an average of £224 
each per year. 

The second switch scheme is 
being launched later this year and 
residents - and businesses - have 
until Monday, June 9 to register. 

A spokesman for East 
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Cambridgeshire District Council 
said: “Now there’s another oppor¬ 
tunity for households to make 
these savings with the scheme. 

“The more residents that sign up 
the better the deals are likely to be. 

“Following the introduction at 
the end of last year of a bespoke 
tariff being used specifically for 
collective switchers, big competi¬ 
tion among energy suppliers for the 


collective group is anticipated. 

“Currently suppliers are only 
allowed to have four core tariffs per 
energy type, but the collective 
switch allows a ‘fifth tariff to be 
introduced that wouldn’t previous¬ 
ly be available. 

“Residents across the district may 
not currently be enjoying the low¬ 
est tariff available and don’t know 
how to change suppliers or want 
the hassle of shopping around for 
the best deal. 

“The Cambridgeshire Energy 


Switch Scheme is being supported 
by East Cambridgeshire District 
Council to use the collective bar¬ 
gaining power of residents to bid 
for better prices for electricity and 
gas to save households money. 

“It’s open to all residents on both 
credit and pre-payment meters.”

Post office 
- in the car 
park until 
the autumn 


ELY’S post office looks set to con¬ 
tinue operating from a portable 
building in a car park for the 
next three months. 

With the search for a permanent 
location for the branch still on, 
bosses at Post Office Ltd applied 
for planning permission in April 
to continue using the portable 
building in Newnham Street car 
park until September 5. 

The post office has been there 
since November and it was hoped 
the portable building would only 
be required until early May. 

But planners at the district 
council have agreed that the tem¬ 
porary facilities can now be used 
until the autumn. 

In a statement to the council, 
Post Office’s agents said: “The 
purpose of the original applica¬ 
tion was to ensure that post office 
services could still remain acces¬ 
sible to the local community 
while permanent new premises 
in the locality could be identified. 

“The search for suitable alterna¬ 
tive premises has taken longer 
than anticipated and to ensure 
that services remain available to 
residents, an extension to the 
timescale of the temporary plan- 
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ning permission is necessary.” 

The plan was to move the 
branch inside the Premier 
Convenience Store in High Street, 
but that move was axed as a pub¬ 
lic consultation revealed there 
would not be enough room for 
both facilities. 

As previously reported, the City 
of Ely Council is demanding a 
fortnightly update on progress 
being made to find permanent 
premises for the post office. 

In a letter to Post Office, plan¬ 
ning officer Rebecca Saunt said: 
“The issues to take into consider¬ 
ation are residential amenity, the 
character and appearance of the 
area and conservation area, and 
highways. 

“All of these issues were consid¬ 
ered and addressed in the previ¬ 
ous application when it was con¬ 
sidered that the proposal would 
not have an adverse impact due to 
the temporary nature of the pro¬ 
posal.” 

Post Office says it is working 
“extremely hard” to find a perma¬ 
nent solution.

Affordable 
homes will 
‘benefit’ Ely 


A NEW affordable housing scheme 
in Ely is nearing completion. 

Bosses at Sanctuary Group have 
marked the progress of the new hous¬ 
ing development at The Gardens, in 
Lynn Road, with a topping out cere¬ 
mony, celebrating the fact the high¬ 
est point of the build has now been 
reached. 

Work started on the £2.25 million 
affordable housing scheme, which is 
being part-funded by the Homes and 
Communities Agency (HCA), last 
summer. 

The 19 new homes are being built 
by Sanctuary’s contractor Youngs 
Homes and will include eight one- 
bedroom apartments and five two- 
bedroom houses for affordable rent, 
as well as six family houses for shared 
ownership.

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Mark Osborne, Sanctuary’s project 
manager, said: “Thanks to the hard 
work of our contractors, this scheme 
is progressing well and is due to be 
completed on schedule in the sum¬ 
mer. 

“It’s traditional in the construction 
industry to mark reaching the high¬ 
est point of the build - here, the roof 
of a one-bedroom apartment at the 
Lynn Road site. 

“We feel this is a project worth cel¬ 
ebrating as it will provide a mix of 
high-quality homes for affordable 
rent and shared ownership as well as 
additional benefits in the local area 
in terms of employment and training 
opportunities and community pro¬ 
jects.”

CAMBRIDGESHIRE 
has bucked national 
and regional trends 
when it comes to 
making sure young 
people are in 
education, 
employment or 
training. 

Figures published 
by the Department 
for Education show 
that between 
November 2013 and 
January 2014, 
Cambridgeshire had 
810 people aged 16-18 
not in education, 
employment or 
training (NEETs). 

This represents 4.2 
per cent of that age 
group, compared to 
the national average 
of 5.3 per cent. 

However, by the end 
of April 2014 the 
number of NEETs in 
Cambridgeshire had 
dropped to 725, or 3.8 
per cent of the 16-18 
population. Last year 
at the same time the 
county had 915 young 
people not in 
education, 
employment or 
training-or 4.8 per 
cent.

FRUITVALE STATION (IS, 85 mins) 

AT approximately 9.15am on January I, 
2009, 22-year-old Oscar Grant III died on 
the operating table of Highland Hospital 
in Oakland, California. 

Several hours earlier, the young black 
man and his friends were detained by 
police at Fruitvale Station on the Bay Area 
Rapid Transit (BART) system that serves 
San Francisco. 

During chaotic scenes on the platform, 
one of the officers shot Grant in the back 
as he was being detained face down on 
the ground. 

Footage captured by witnesses on 
mobile phones and cameras sparked 
protests across the city. 

Fruitvale Station dramatises the final 
24 hours in the life of Grant (Michael 
B Jordan), recounted in chronological 
order except for a single emotionally 
devastating flashback in which the 
young man recalls a visit from his mother 
Wanda (Octavia Spencer) to San Quentin 
Correctional Facility to hammer home the 
damage he is doing to his young daughter 
Tatiana (Ariana Neal). 

On December 31, 2008, Oscar takes 
Tatiana to school then drops off his 
girlfriend Sophina (Melonie Diaz) at work. 

He heads to the grocery store to pick 
up two crabs from the fish counter for his 
mother's birthday and helps a customer 
(Ahna O'Reilly) with a cooking dilemma 
by putting her in touch with his grandma 
(Marjorie Shears). 

He also collars store manager Emi 
(Victor Toman) and we learn that Oscar 
lost his job two weeks ago and hasn't 
told Sophina. 

"For me to hire you back, that means 
I have to let someone else go. Someone 
who's never showed up late once. I like 
you man, but I can't do that," explains 
Emi. 

Bristling with frustration, Oscar stops 



briefly at a petrol station, where he 
witnesses a stray pitbull being knocked 
down. 

"Help!" screams Oscar as he cradles the 
dying animal. 

No one answers, foreshadowing the 
senseless loss of precious life in the film's 
closing moments. 

Fruitvale Station is a gripping portrait of 
a flawed man, who struggles to rebuild 
bridges and atone for his sins but always 
seems to be dragged back into the mire. 

Like the train that carried Oscar and 
his friends home from the New Year's 
Eve fireworks, Ryan Coogler's film has a 
relentless sense of momentum and won't 


be deviated from its tragic course, no 
matter how hard we will it. 

Jordan is terrific in the lead role - 
charming and volatile, cocksure yet 
desperately unsure how he will pay next 
month's rent. Diaz is luminous and Oscar 
winner Spencer, pictured, is mesmerising, 
staring at her boy's lifeless body and 
sobbing, "I told him to catch the BART. I 
didn't know they were gonna hurt him." 

Coogler opens with footage of the 
actual shooting and he retains the gritty 
realism in acutely observed scenes of 
family life. His script speaks from the 
heart and touches and rends ours with 
every word.

Owners were asked to judge 
their vehicle on a number of 
criteria including vehicle 
appeal, upkeep costs and 
dealer service quality.
